A BILL TO BEENTITLED

AN ACT TO PROVIDE THAT REGULAR MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS IN THE TOWN OF

TRENT WOODS SHALL BE HELD IN EVEN-NUMBERED YEARS AND TO EXTEND

THE TERMS OF TOWN OFFICERS ELECTED IN 2019 BY ONE YEAR.
The General Assembly of North Carolina enacts:

SECTION 1. The Charter of the Town of Trent Woods, being Chapter 718 of the

1959 Session Laws, as amended by Section 2 of Chapter 947 of the 1989 Session Laws, reads as
rewritten:

"Section 1. That certain area of Craven County, North Carolina, described in Section 2 below
is hereby incorporated under the name "Trent Woods" and the same is hereby created a body
politic and corporate; and shall hereafter possess all of the corporate powers and be subject to all
of the provisions contained in Chapter 160 of the General Statutes of North Carolina, except that
it shall have no power to levy or collect taxes of any kind whatever.

Regular Municipal Electlons In 2022 reqular municipal electlons shall be held in each
even-numbered year |n accordance with the unlform munlcmal electlon laws of North Carollna

Mayor and Commlssmners The offlcers of the Town shaII con5|st of a mayor and three

commissioners elected to serve two-year terms and until their successors are elected and
gualified. In 2022, and biennially thereafter, the Mayor and three commissioners shall be elected
to serve two-year terms.

SECTION 2. No municipal elections shall be conducted in the Town of Trent Woods
in 2021. The two-year terms of the Mayor and three commissioners elected in 2019 are extended
by one year until 2022. Regular municipal elections shall be conducted in the Town of Trent
Woods in 2022.

SECTION 3. This act is effective when it becomes law and applies to elections held
on or after that date.
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
